FORT CAMPBELL, Ky. — Deep in the woods 
on the state line separating Kentucky and Tennes- 
see, soldiers who call in powerful weapons 
like mortars are learning how to get close 
enough beforehand to identify targets bet- 
ter, a crucial element of the military’s new 
mandate to reduce Afghan civilian deaths. 

The directive to curb civilian casualties, 

being pushed down the ranks from colonel 
to private, is what has three soldiers from 
the Army’s 101st Airborne Division lying on 
their bellies atop a berm on a forested Fort 
Campbell artillery range. A pair of OH- 
58 Kiowa helicopters circle around 
to the right to scout the enemy’s 
position, which in this training is an 
empty bunker surrounded by razor

help artillery men precisely place 
the shots. The soldiers on the berm 
watch the rounds kick up clouds of 
dirt and rock, and a fraction of a 
second later, the sounds of the explo- 
sions echo back. 

For several weeks, the 1st Brigade Com- 
bat Team has been focusing on advanced 
artillery training that incorporates hours of 
planning and carefully assessing targets and 

firepower as part of the new rules.

U.S. alds Philippines 
in battle against IEDs, 
al-Qaida-style warfare

JOLO, Philippines — The attack 
was unusually deadly, and it came in 
a nightmarish form familiar to U.S. 
servicemembers fighting thousands 
of miles away in Iraq and Afghani- 
stan — a homemade roadside bomb. 

It was Sept. 29 on this remote Phil- 
ippine island when an improvised ex- 
plosive device laid by aterrorist group 
linked to al-Qaida sheared an Ameri- 
can Humvee in half. The blast killed 
Staff Sgt. Jack M. Martin ITI and Set. 
1st Class Christopher D. Shaw as well 
as a Philippine marine passenger. 

The two U.S. Army Special Forces 
soldiers were helping the marine 
move food to a neighboring camp, 
part of an ongoing yet largely hidden 
effort to counter Islamic terrorism by 
winning the hearts and minds of im- 
poverished Filipinos. 

Seven years into the mission here, 
about 500 U.S. military advisers re- 
main embedded deep in the jungles 
of the southern Philippines, assist- 
ing the nation’s military as it takes 
the lead against a violent Islamic 
insurgency.

Training: Civilians the new ‘center of gravity’ for troops

“All planning is based on where 
you can shoot and where you can’t 
shoot,” said Lt. Col. Randy Har- 
ris, deputy commander of the 1st 
Brigade Combat Team. 

“Of course the enemy has a 
vote on that as well,” he noted. 

The Taliban and the insurgent 
fighters in Afghanistan “hug the 
population because they under- 
stand the side effects,” said Lt. 
Col. Douglas Vincent of 1st Battal- 
ion, 32nd Cavalry Regiment, the 
brigade’s reconnaissance group. 
“They know by doing that they put 
the civilian population at risk.” 

Many of Fort Campbell’s units 
are staging large-scale exercises 
with the Air Force through the 
rest of this year to prepare better 
for airstrikes. Mortars and bombs 
are capable of razing large areas 
and inflicting serious injury, so 
soldiers learn to observe both the 
enemy and the battlefield care- 
fully before pulling the trigger. 

New platoon leader 1st Lt. Jona- 
than Fuller, 23, spends most of the 
morning inside a tent near the ar- 
tillery range studying photos and 
maps of the terrain. He leads his

platoon on a dry run of the battle, 
without using ammunition, then 
runs it with live fire and a third 
time after nightfall using night- 
vision goggles. Each time he and 
his commanders extensively re- 
view what went wrong and what 
went right. 

“It’s nice to run through here, 
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remote locations where overseas DOD personnel are located. 


when you have the chance to say, 
‘Hey stop, let’s go fix this; let’s go 
back and do it again,” said Vin- 
cent, one of Fuller’s command- 
ers. “This is the place to do it, 
not when you’re in some foreign 
country.” 

The training teaches platoon 
leaders how to move soldiers 





around a battlefield while using 
air support and heavy artillery. 

The number of NATO troop 
deaths in Afghanistan has 
reached an all-time high this 
year, raising questions about 
whether the emphasis placed on 
restraint is risking the lives of 
soldiers. When the current com- 
manding officer in Afghanistan, 
Gen. Stanley McChrystal, issued 
the directive this year, he ac- 
knowledged it “entails risk to our 
troops.” But alienating the Af- 
ghan population is a far greater 
risk, he said. 

Despite the restraint, civilian 
casualties also have been climb- 
ing, up to 202 in September from 
169 in August. The civilian deaths 
could be attributed to stepped up 
Taliban attacks. 

The 101st Airborne com- 
manders who will go to Afghani- 
stan say they have embraced 
the mission to limit casualties, 
even if it makes their jobs more 
dangerous. 

“The center of gravity is the 
people and the population,” Vin- 
cent said, “and anything that 
goes counter to that is obviously 
working against your mission.”

So far, U.S. expertise and money have helped 
the Philippine government win pockets of stabil- 
ity and support. But the assistance has not been 
sufficient to stamp out persistent violence, and 
the ultimate goal of peace and stability remains 
elusive. 

A recent string of IED attacks indicates that 
insurgents in this outpost of 
the global war on terrorism 
are learning new bomb tac- 
tics, Philippine and U.S. of- 
ficials told Stars and Stripes 
— tactics that were perfect- 
ed and used with deadly ef- 
fect against the U.S. in Iraq 
and Afghanistan. 

Such violence shows that 
progress can be slow going, 
said Col. William Coultrup, 
commander of Joint Special 
Operations Task Force Philippines, which was 
deployed to the area in 2002. 

But Coultrup said his command is not asking 
to break from its purely advisory role and take 
ownership of the combat here. 

“Tt is their fight, and we don’t want to own this 
fight,” he said. 

The al-Qaida-linked terror group Abu Sayyaf 
and other Islamic insurgents are blamed for 


Coultrup 
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more than 100 bomb attacks in the southern 
Philippines this year that killed 37 civilians and 
10 Philippine soldiers and wounded nearly 300 
people, according to the Armed Forces of the 
Philippines. 

Military officials say the IEDs range from 
crude, fertilizer-based bombs detonated with a 
switch made from wood to more advanced de- 
vices triggered by cell phones. 

“We have seen the influence of some of these 
techniques that have come from abroad, and we 
believe they are being brought in by some of the 
foreign extremists who are trying to influence 
the situation in Mindanao,” Coultrup said. 

In Jolo, an Abu Sayyaf stronghold, the IEDs 
are targeting people, cell towers, water sys- 
tems and drainage culverts, said Lt. Col. Robert 
Velasco, commander of Battalion Landing Team 
6, one of six Philippine marine battalions de- 
ployed to the island. 

The technology probably came from Afghani- 
stan,” he said. 

Terror stalks Jolo’s sweltering jungles and 
scattered villages in the form of IEDs, kidnap- 
pings and beheadings. The island’s rugged ter- 
rain has been good to insurgent fighters, who 
have been melting into the thick foliage and 
pockets of open-air huts built atop stilts for near- 
ly two decades.

Philippine military unable to keep terror groups at bay, leader says

MANILA, Philippines — Elimi- 
nating al-Qaida-linked terror groups 
is not likely to end problems in law- 
less Mindanao. 

It might be only the beginning of 
the struggle. 

“Having eliminated Abu Sayyaf, 
will the Philippine police or the Phil- 
ippine armed forces be in a position 


to maintain its deterrent presence 
in force for a long period of time, or 
will it have to pull out to go some- 
place else ... while allowing the Abu 
Sayyaf to regenerate?” asked former 
Philippine Defense Secretary Gil- 
berto Teodoro, during an interview 
with Stars and Stripes. 

The Philippine military is now 
overstretched and ill-equipped to 
maintain such a presence, said Te- 


odoro, a Harvard University-edu- 
cated lawyer who resigned earlier 
this month to run in the country’s 
May presidential election. 

Without being beefed up, the mili- 
tary would likely be unable to hold 
onto its victory, and the Mindanao 
region would slip back into the hands 
of the insurgency, he said. 

“T think that is the story of the re- 
petitive insurgencies in the Philip- 
pines,” Teodoro said. “We have low 


defense spending, and we try com- 
promise mechanisms such as peace 
talks without the guarantee of the 
armed forces or the police to stay in 
force in order to solve the internal 
conflicts.” 

Meanwhile, a wider and deeply 
rooted Muslim separatist movement 
is likely to live on in the region after 
al-Qaida is pushed out.

Jolo has been rocked by six 
IED bombings since Martin and 
Shaw were killed there, Velasco 
said. 

Earlier this month a school 
principal was kidnapped by Abu 
Sayyaf, and his severed head was 
left in a bag at a local gas station, 
authorities said. 

In another example of general 
lawlessness in the region, 57 elec- 
tion workers and journalists were 
killed this month in violence be- 
tween rival clans in an area of 
Mindanao far north of troubled 
Jolo. Some of the victims were 
reportedly raped, tortured and 
beheaded, and the slaughter trig- 
gered the government on Monday 
to call a state of emergency. 

Authorities have blamed the 
killings on an election dispute, 
and a local politician was jailed in 
Manila for the crimes. It remains 
unclear whether Islamic insur- 
gents were involved, but the jailed 
politician has publicly blamed the 
killings on the region’s Muslim 
separatists, known as Moros. 

The most violent and intrac- 
table areas are the main focus 
of the U.S. military, according to 
Coultrup. 

Philippine marines deployed 
to Jolo get combat training and 
assistance from elite U.S. Army 
Special Forces soldiers, Navy 
SEALs and Air Force comman- 
dos. U.S. aircraft including high- 
tech unmanned aerial vehicles 
ply the air over Jolo and pass 
along intelligence for Philippine 
military missions. 

The years of combined effort 
— and often bloody military cam- 
paigns by Philippine forces — 
have shrunk the enemy, Velasco 
said. 

He said much of the Abu Sayy- 
af leadership has been killed and 
only about 30 to 40 core members 
remain. At its height in the late 
1990s, the group was thought to 
have about 2,000 members. 

But the terror group can still 
swell by several hundred sympa- 
thizers during times of peak con- 
flict, Velasco said. 

Philippine forces and_ their 
U.S. advisers are placing much of 
their hope for victory on develop- 
ment aid, which they believe can 
turn sympathizers and local com- 
munities away from insurgent 
groups. 

In 2008, the United States pro- 
vided a total of $132 million in 
funding to promote stability in 
the Philippines — including mili- 
tary aid and civilian-based aid

work — with 60 percent going to 
Mindanao, according to the State 
Department. 

Philippine marines deployed 
to camps across Jolo spend up to 
80 percent of their time on public 
service projects on the impov- 
erished island of about 620,000 
people, work that is coordinated 
by U.S. advisers. 

As a result, construction proj- 
ects have sprouted across Jolo. 
Villages now have rows of bright- 
ly painted new homes, shiny 
water tanks and reconstructed 
school buildings. 

U.S. forces partner up to give 
medical, dental and veterinary 
care, which are nonexistent in the 
remote stretches of the southern 
Philippines. 

Results of such U.S.-coordi- 
nated aid efforts have been en- 


couraging elsewhere. Hundreds 
of fighters farther north in Min- 
danao have laid down their weap- 
ons over

Accepting Philippine government rule is an “im- 
possible proposition” for hundreds of thousands of 
Muslims in the region who feel oppressed and eco- 
nomically exploited by a Christian majority in Ma- 
nila, said Nur Misuari, the founding chairman of the 
Moro National Liberation Front, one of the oldest 
armed factions aimed at creating a separate nation 


for Muslims in Mindanao. 


“Sulu (Jolo island) used to be the most powerful 
kingdom in the region, and it is now the poorest area 
of the country,” he said. “This is how they want us 
to be. We have no choice but to look for a way out of 


our circumstances.” 


The struggle will end only when Muslims in Min- 


danao are granted a separate state, and until then, 
they will oppose the encroachment of the Philippine 
military and U.S. forces, Misuari said. 

“If they come here for military reasons, we don’t 
welcome them,” he said. “It is best for [the Ameri- 
cans] not to associate with the armed forces because 
the armed forces are our enemy.” 


The possibility of a separate Muslim state remains 


remote after decades of fighting and negotiating. 
“Tt is as elusive and intractable as ever,” Misuari 
said. “But we Muslims never lose hope.”

UGLOVKA, Russia — Russian 
officials opened a terrorism in- 
vestigation Saturday, saying that 
a homemade bomb planted on the 
tracks of the high-speed Moscow- 
to-St. Petersburg route caused a 
derailment that killed at least 26 
people and injured dozens more. 

The head of Russia’s Federal Se- 
curity Service, Alexander Borot- 
nikov, was quoted by the Interfax 
and RIA Novosti news as saying 
that an improvised explosive de- 
vice equivalent to 15 pounds of 
TNT had detonated when the 
train passed over it Friday night 
about 9:30 p.m. Remains of the 
device were found at the site of 
the crash, Borotnikov said. 

“Indeed, this was a terrorist 
attack,” Interfax cited Vladimir 
Markin, a spokesman for federal 
prosecutors, as saying. He told 
the ITAR-Tass news agency that

the bomb crater on the track was 
5 feet deep. 

The derailment of the upscale 
train, which was popular with 
government officials and business 
executives, would be Russia’s 
deadliest terrorist strike outside 
the volatile North Caucasus re- 
gion in years. Witness accounts 
appeared to back up reports of a 
bomb blast. 

The last three carriages of the 
14-car Nevsky Express careered 
off the tracks Friday night as the 
train approached speeds of 130 
mph, officials said. More than 
600 passengers were on the train 
when it derailed near the border 
of the Novgorod and Tver prov- 
inces. The rural area is 250 miles 
northwest of Moscow and 150 
miles southeast of St. Petersburg. 

There was no word from offi- 
cials on Saturday on any suspects 
or their motives, and no group 
claimed responsibility.

Once-rich Dubai seeking aid

DUBAI, United Arab Emirates 
— As world markets absorbed 
the shock of Dubai’s debt crisis, 
the ruler of the once-booming 
city-state left town for an impor- 
tant meeting with the leaders of 
neighboring Abu Dhabi, whose 
balance sheets are flush with oil 
revenue. 

Whatever assistance Abu Dhabi 
may provide will likely set the tone 
for the coming week as analysts 
try to sort out which banks and 
institutions have the most at stake 
in the money crunch — which has 
suddenly shifted Dubai’s image 
from a desert dream factory of 
indoor ski slopes and a seven-star 
hotel to a reckless spender unable 
to pay its bills. 


Just this month, Dubai’s ruler, 
Sheik Mohammed bin Rashid AIl- 
Maktoum, assured international 
investors that all was well with 
Dubai’s finances and told media 
critics to “shut up.” 

Dubai’s empty pockets — mostly 
drained by collapsing real estate 
prices and over-ambitious devel- 
opment plans — touched off panic 
selling across world markets on 
fears that the reckoning from the 
global recession is not over. 

Dubai said Wednesday that it is 
seeking a six-month delay in pay- 
ing creditors on nearly $60 billion 
in debt held by its main develop- 
ment arm, Dubai World, whose 
holdings range from port opera- 
tions around the world to luxury 
retailer Barneys New York. 
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A cargo plane crashed shortly after taking off Saturday from Shanghai’s main international airport, killing 
three American crewmembers, a government official said. 


China plane crash kills 3 Americans

SHANGHAI — A Zimbabwe- 
registered cargo plane crashed 
in flames during takeoff from 
Shanghai’s main airport Satur- 
day, killing three American crew 
members and injuring four oth- 
ers on board. 

The accident closed two run- 
ways at the Pudong airport in Chi- 
na’s largest city for several hours. 
More than 30 international flights 
were delayed, leaving about 4,000 
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travelers stranded on planes or in 
airport lounges, the official Xin- 
hua News Agency said. 

The MD-11 cargo plane, oper- 
ated by Zimbabwe-based Avient 
Aviation, was heading to Bishkek, 
the capital of Kyrgyzstan, Xinhua 
said. 

Avient’s chief operating officer, 
Simon Clarke, refused to say what 
cargo it was carrying. 

The aircraft’s tail struck the 
ground on takeoff, China Central 
Television reported, and Xin- 


hua said the plane veered off the 
runway and burst into flames. 
Footage showed black smoke bil- 
lowing from the wreckage. 

Three Americans on the seven- 
member crew died and a fourth 
was injured, U.S. Embassy spokes- 
man Richard Buangan said. 

Shanghai _ television showed 
what it called a 61-year-old 
American co-pilot in a hospital 
bed, conscious and thanking staff 
and officials. 

Clarke said the crash was Avi- 
ent’s first.

Lawmaker warns 





Iran could leave 





nuclear treaty

TEHRAN, Iran — A hard-line 
Iranian lawmaker warned Satur- 
day his country could withdraw 
from the Nuclear Nonprolifera- 
tion Treaty in response to a U.N. 
nuclear watchdog resolution cen- 
suring Tehran over its nuclear 
program. 

The threat comes a day after the 
board of the U.N. nuclear agency 
passed a resolution demanding 
Tehran immediately stop build- 
ing its newly revealed nuclear 
facility near the holy city of Qom 
and freeze uranium enrichment. 

“The parliament, in its first 
reaction to this illegal and politi- 
cally-motivated resolution, can 
consider the issue of withdraw- 
ing from the NPT,’ Mohammad 
Karamirad was quoted as saying 
by the official IRNA news agency, 
referring to the treaty. 

“The parliament ... [also] can 
block the entry of IAEA inspec- 
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tors to the country.” 

Karamirad, a senior lawmaker 
and member of the Iranian par- 
liament’s national security com- 
mittee, does not speak for the 
government but his statements 
often reflect the government’s 
thinking. 

His threat could be a tactic to 
warn the West of possible con- 
sequences if it pursues further 
action against Iran, such as 
strengthened sanctions. 

Iran’s parliament has issued 
similar warnings in the past, 
most recently in 2006 when some 
lawmakers threatened to pull the 
country out of the nonprolifera- 
tion treaty during another time 
of increased U.N. pressure over 
Tehran’s nuclear program. Iran 
backed down, and the govern- 
ment has said that it has no in- 
tention of withdrawing from the 
treaty, which aims to prevent the 
spread of nuclear weapons and 
weapons technology.

Pakistani president yields nuclear authority

ISLAMABAD — Pakistan’s embattled president 
has relinquished command of the country’s nuclear 
arsenal amid political wrangling that has posed a 
major distraction to the U.S.-allied government as it 
fights Taliban and other militants near the Afghan 
border. 

The move came as President Asif Ali Zardari 
faced the expiration on Saturday of an amnesty pro- 
tecting him and thousands of other bureaucrats and 
politicians from corruption charges.

Zardari enjoys general immunity from pros- 
ecution as president, but the Supreme Court could 
choose to challenge his eligibility for the post since 
the amnesty decree by ex-military leader Per- 
vez Musharraf was never formally approved by 
parliament. 

Zardari has come under tremendous pressure

At least 30 killed when 
Bangladeshi ferry sinks 


DHAKA, Bangladesh — A 
ferry packed with people going 
home for an Islamic festival cap- 
sized as they disembarked in 
southern Bangladesh, leaving at 
least 30 dead and scores missing, 
authorities said Saturday. 

Police and fire brigade divers 
pulled 30 bodies from the sunken 
part of the ferry, local police of- 
ficials Saiful Islam and Showkat 
Hossain said. 

It was unclear how many peo- 
ple were on board when the boat 
capsized. 


Japan launches 
5th spy satellite 


TOKYO — Japan launched its 
fifth spy satellite into orbit Satur- 
day, the government said. 

The domestically developed 
H-2A rocket carrying the $565 
million satellite lifted off from 
a space center on the southern 
island of Tanegashima, said 
Hisashi Michigami, an official at 
the Cabinet Office. 


At least 90 dead after 
boat sinks in Congo 


KINSHASA, Congo — U.N. 
radio says at least 90 people are 
confirmed dead after a logging 
boat sank on a lake in Congo. 

A survivor, Ewiya Mukana, 
told Radio Okapi on Saturday that 
dozens of corpses were spread on 
the sand along the shores of Lake 
Maindome, 250 miles northeast 
of the capital, Kinshasa. 

Radio Okapi quoted a local au- 
thority as saying it did not receive 
a manifest because the timber- 
carrying vessel was not allowed 
to carry passengers. 

The Congolese Red Cross told 
the station that more than 250 
survivors had been rescued fol- 
lowing the sinking Wednesday 
night.

TINH BIEN, Vietnam — When 
her husband fell ill with AIDS, 
doctors at the hospital turned him 
away, fearing they would catch 
the virus. 

“They told him, ‘There’s noth- 
ing we can do for you. Just go 
home and wait to die,” said Do 
Thi Phuong. So when she too 
got AIDS, she didn’t seek help, 
fearing that she would also be 
shunned. Instead, like her hus- 
band, she went home to die. 

Then she heard about a little 
AIDS clinic in the Mekong Delta, 
in a place where the Americans 
used to train South Vietnamese 
soldiers during the Vietnam War. 

Now, on a regimen of AIDS 
drugs provided by the U.S., she is 
getting her strength back. 

The clinic at Tinh Bien is one 
of 55 across Vietnam funded by 
the President’s Emergency Plan 
for AIDS Relief, known as PEP- 
FAR, the initiative that President 
George W. Bush made a center- 
piece of his administration. 

The U.S. has spent more than 
$300 million fighting AIDS in 
Vietnam and is now providing 
AIDS drugs to more than two- 
thirds of the 32,000 Vietnamese 
receiving treatment. At $85 mil- 
lion this year alone, PEPFAR 
accounts for 80 percent of U.S. 
humanitarian spending in the 
country. 

The funding pays for treatment, 
support for patients’ families, 
prevention programs and dispel- 
ling the AIDS stigma, which is 
entrenched in Vietnam. 

Just how entrenched was dem- 
onstrated recently when a group 
of HIV-positive schoolchildren 
living at a PEPFAR-supported

It has scholars questioning the 
technique of facilitated communi- 
cation, bloggers denouncing it as 
a cruel farce, and millions asking 
as they watch video of Houben’s 
hand being held as it quickly 
types into the screen — who is 
really doing the punching here? 

Dr. Steven Laureys said he 
might ask the same questions if 
he did not know the patient. And 
he said there is only one way to 
address the doubters: science. 

“For me, there are two ques- 
tions: Is he conscious? Can he 
communicate? That is ‘yes’ 
twice,” he said. 

Doctors point out that it has 
been three years since Houben 
was discovered to be conscious, 
and he has had much time to im- 
prove his communication skills. 
In the early stages they were 
basic, and through practice he 
has been able to communicate as 
fluidly as he does now, they say. 

When news of Houben’s recov- 
ery and the video hit the world 
this week, some people immedi- 
ately began raising doubts. 

Bioethics professor Arthur 
Caplan of the University of Penn- 
sylvania was among the first — 
calling the practice of facilitated 
communication “Ouija board 
stuff.” 

Nicolaes said she is convinced 
her son speaks to her and ap- 
preciates the jokes and “black 
humor” that lace his sentences.

Swab kits now used to test for genetic compatibility

NEW YORK — Looking for love? 
Try leaning in for a ... cheek swab. 

A couple of genetic testing com- 
panies are promising to match 
couples based on the DNA testing, 
touting the benefits of biological 
compatibility. 

The companies claim that a bet- 
ter biological match will mean bet- 
ter sex, less cheating, longer-lasting 
love and perhaps even healthier 
children. 

“How many dating services 
can you think of where they can 
suggest you might have better 
children?” said Eric Holzle, 
founder of ScientificMatch. 
com, one of the first online 
dating sites to use DNA. 

Holzle wouldn’t reveal 
membership numbers, 
but GenePartner, a Swiss 
company that works with 
matchmakers and dating 
sites, has tested more than 
1,000 people, according 
to chief scientific officer 
Tamara Brown. 

The GenePartner 
Test is $99 and will be 
offered at the dating 
site sense2love.com 
when it relaunches 
next month. The 
idea is that people 
tend to be attracted 
to those who have 
immune system 
genes that are 


dissimilar from ee 


their own. 

Biologists say the HLA 
genes of the immune sys- 
tem — which are respon- 

sible for recognizing and 

marking foreign cells such 

as viruses so other parts of 

the immune system can at- 

tack them — also determine 

body odor “fingerprints.” And 

people tend to be attracted to 

the natural body odors of those 

who have different HLA genes 
from their own. 

In one study, Swiss _biolo- 

gist Claus Wedekind found that 

women who were not taking hor- 

monal contraception preferred the 

natural scent of men whose immune 

systems were the most different 

from theirs. 

Dr. Rocio Moran, medical direc- 
tor of the General Genetics Clinic 
at the Cleveland Clinic, called the 
idea “ridiculous,” and said the sci- 
ence of attraction is too complex to 
look at only a few genes. “They are 
just trying to make a buck,” she said. 
“That if it’s genetic, it must be real

Rachel Herz, author of “The Scent 
of Desire,” who teaches olfaction 
and human behavior at Brown, be- 
lieves the science is legit but thinks 
prospective matches should swap T- 
shirts and sniff. “Above all physical 
factors — for example, how he looks 
—and social factors, how guys smell 
is more important than anything 
else,” she said. 

Singles who sign up for Scientific- 
Match.com get a package in the mail 
containing a skin cells-swab kit. The 
person mails the kit to the lab, with 
results in approximately two weeks, 
then uploads a profile and photos 
and takes a personal values test. 
Matches are generated based on the 
DNA, values and preferences. 

Anju Rupal, founder of match- 
making site sense2love.com is part- 
nering with GenePartner. Members 
are not required to take the test to 
sign up, but are encouraged to do so 
to whittle down the number of po- 
tential matches. “A woman wants to 
date, settle down and have children. 
Guys don’t want to waste time,” she 
said. “Our aim is to do the best pos- 
sible match in the shortest amount 
of time.” 
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GenePartner, a Swiss company that works with matchmakers 
and dating sites, has tested more than 1,000 people. 


Decoded human genome a roadmap to tailored treatments

WASHINGTON — Six years 
after scientists finished decoding 
the human genome — the genetic 
instruction book for life —they’re 
taking their knowledge from the 
research laboratory to the doctor’s 
office and the patient’s bedside. 

Researchers are seeking ways 
to tailor treatments to individuals 
— they call it “personalized medi- 
cine” — in order to improve pa- 
tient outcomes and to lower costs 
in the U.S. health care system. The 


goal is to deliver the right drug at 
the right time in the right dose to 
the right person, and eliminate 
treatments that don’t work. 

“We want to optimize the way 
we practice medicine, diagnosis 
and risk prediction,” said Fran- 
cis Collins, who ran the federal 
government’s Human Genome 
Project from 1993 to 2008. 

For example, instead of a stan- 
dard therapy to treat breast can- 
cer, personalized medicine allows 
doctors to employ a treatment 
precisely designed to fit one wom- 
an’s specific needs. If a gene test 


shows that her tumor overpro- 
duces a substance called HER- 
2, she’s considered to be a good 
candidate for the drug Herceptin, 
which cuts her chance of a recur- 
rence nearly in half. If the test is 
negative, using the drug could be 
wasteful. 

Advocates say that personal- 
ized medicine also can reduce un- 
necessary suffering and expense 
by minimizing the chance of ad- 
verse drug reactions. According 
to the Food and Drug Administra- 
tion, there were 319,741 serious 
illnesses and 49,958 deaths due to 


unexpected reactions to drugs last 
year in the United States alone. A 
British study estimated the cost of 
such reactions at $847 million per 
year in the United Kingdom. 

Advances in genomic medicine 
are accelerating, thanks to new, 
high-speed sequencing machines. 
Unlike the methods used to decode 
the first sample genome, second- 
generation robotic machines can 
analyze hundreds of thousands of 
units of DNA in minutes. 

Collins said the improvement 
in speed of sequencing had been 
“breathtaking,” and, conse- 


quently, costs have come down 
proportionately. 

In 2003, it cost an estimated 
$300 million to decode the first 
genome of an individual human. 
By 2007, the cost per person had 
come down to $100 million, and by 
2008, it was $60,000. The current 
cost is about $20,000, according to 
Clifford Reid, the chief executive 
of Complete Genomics Inc. 

Collins said the goal within five 
years is to sequence a complete 
human genome for $1,000, mak- 
ing it a staple of medical practice.

Chrysler, Ford and General 
Motors all curtailed leasing op- 
erations last year when credit 
markets locked up and soaring 
gasoline prices left them facing 
losses on the used SUVs and other 
gas-guzzlers that their financing 
arms sell when leases expire. 

Business isn’t nearly back to 
where it was before the crunch 
hit, when leases comprised about 
20 percent of all car transactions. 
But it is trending upward after 
hitting a high for the year of 12.8 
percent in October, up from a 
bottom of 7.2 percent in August, 
according to automotive informa- 
tion site Edmunds.com. 

The turnaround reflects both 
the slowly strengthening econo- 
my and a change in strategy by 
U.S. carmakers, whose sales suf- 
fered from the absence or limited 
availability of leasing. 

“The Big Three have quietly 
restarted their leasing programs, 
even expanding them to include 
smaller or mid-size vehicles 
to encourage people back into 
cars,’ says Mark Guarino, an 
auto analyst for Chicago-based 
market research company Mintel 
International. 

All three have now revived 
their leasing programs through 
those finance units and are able 
to lease cars at more affordable 
prices in an improved credit 
market and still make money. In-

Watch closely for better price 
offers as the comeback contin- 
ues and carmakers try to recoup 
business now that the sales surge 
from the Cash for Clunkers re- 
bate program is over. 

“Youre going to see the manu- 
facturers be more aggressive as 
the year closes,” says chief exec- 
utive Sergio Stiberman of Lease- 
Trader.com, an online service for 
swapping car leases. “So be open 
for things.” 

A list of incentives and rebates 
by region is available at Ed- 
munds.com. If you have decided 
you want a lease, review what’s 
available, look at the terms to 
make sure it’s active in your area 
and verify with the dealership’s 
financial arm that you qualify. 

Also, check your credit report 
in advance. There may be prob- 
lems that could cost you a good 
lease and can be fixed easily. For 
example, perhaps you moved and 
a bill went to your old address that 
you weren’t able to pay on time. 

If | lease a car, how does in- 
surance coverage work? 

A: You are required to obtain 
insurance on your own, with 
specified minimum limits. Most 
leasing companies require at 
least 100/300 for covering bodily 
injury — $100,000 per person, 
$300,000 total coverage. 

It will likely be more expen- 
sive than insuring a car you own. 
Since you'll always be driving a 
new or nearly new vehicle when 
you lease, you won’t have the op- 
tion of reducing your rate as it 
ages. 

You may also have to get gap 
insurance, which covers the dif- 
ference between what your auto 
insurer pays if your car is stolen 
or totaled, and the full amount 
you owe the finance company. 

Check to see if the contract 
you're signing includes gap insur- 
ance. If there’s an option to buy it, 
you should. 


Government delays new 
ban on Internet gambling

WASHINGTON — The Trea- 
sury Department and the Federal 
Reserve are giving U.S. financial 
institutions an additional six 
months to comply with regula- 
tions designed to ban Internet 
gambling. 

The two agencies said Friday 
that the new rules, which were 
to take effect on Tuesday, will be 
delayed until June 1. 

A key Democratic opponent 
of the ban on online gambling 
praised the action and said it 
would give Congress time to 
overturn a law passed in 2006 
when Republicans’ controlled 
Congress. 

The delayed rules would curb 
online gambling by prohibiting 
financial institutions from ac- 


cepting payments from credit 
cards, checks or electronic fund 
transfers to settle online wagers. 

House Financial Services 
Committee Chairman Barney 
Frank, D-Mass., praised Friday’s 
announcement. He is sponsoring 
legislation that would roll back a 
2006 law that bans financial in- 
stitutions from handling transac- 
tions made to and from Internet 
gambling sites. 

“This will give us a chance 
to act in an unhurried manner 
on my legislation to undo this 
regulatory excess by the Bush 
administration and to undo this 
ill-advised law,” Frank said. 

U.S. bettors have been esti- 
mated to supply at least half the 
revenue of the $16 billion Inter- 
net gambling industry, which is 
largely hosted overseas.

PTSD study won’t help 


I read “Military tries to predict PTSD” 
(article, Nov. 21) with a heavy heart. Test- 
ing someone before and after battle isn’t 
going to render more information than is 
already at our disposal: An ounce of pre- 
vention is worth a pound of cure. 

We know how to lessen our chances of 
getting cancer, getting into car accidents 
and becoming violent by not smoking, driv- 
ing slower and learning ways to manage 
our anger. Post-traumatic stress disorder 
is no different. Military officials should 
try studying servicemembers to see who 
has the predisposition to lose a leg or suf- 
fer third-degree burns and see how far that 
gets them. 

Bringing PTSD out from under the um- 
brella of shame is to be lauded for sure, but 
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why is it being singled out as the thing to 
treat before it happens? This is tantamount 
to trying to find ways to make smoking, 
speeding and domestic violence “safer.” 

Just because there are those who come 
away from battle relatively unharmed 
doesn’t mean there’s some magic formula 
out there just waiting to be discovered that 
would allow everyone to come home with a 
happy face. What is the military hoping for 
— disposition and constitution transplants 
from the unscathed to the pre-deployed? 

War is already the least logical approach 
to anything, much like tossing someone 
into a food processor when they need an 
appendectomy. 

Stop “studying” our wounded and treat 
them fully. Stop purposefully putting peo- 
ple into situations we already know are 
fraught with peril beyond their control, and 
dump the rest of the money, time and ener- 
gy into another thing we already know: Di- 
plomacy (and when needed, shackles and 
snipers) works.

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Military must reduce waste 


[Regarding “Burning question” (article, 
Nov. 7), about the military’s use of burn 
pits to dispose of trash and other waste]: 
There are a couple of issues here. One is a 
complete lack of protection for our human 
resources on bases (not to mention the det- 
rimental long-term effects to the local pop- 
ulation). The other is related to why this is 
such a pervasive problem. 

Comparing [this tour] with my first tour 
in Baghdad in 2003-04, I can attest that 
the air pollution problem has gotten much 
worse, due to the massive amounts of one- 
use, nonrecycled plastics and water bottles 
generated by the tons each day. 

There are three dining facilities at Camp 
Speicher, and one dining hall restricts pa- 
trons to using plastic everything (utensils, 
plates, cups, bowls, bottles and wrappers). 
The lack of washable utensils and the lack 
of incentives to encourage their use result 
in the policy to “hide the evidence” and 
reduce landfill space by nonstop burning 
— which often gets out of control during 
spring and summer. 

The military must figure out a way to re- 
duce waste. Effective ads run on American 
Forces Network encouraging safety and 
ways to prevent suicide, but very little is 
conveyed on how waste thrown away [and 
burned] creates chemical-laden fumes that 
can cause lung disease. 

Many of my buddies switched to real sil- 
verware when they learned that the plastic 
set of three utensils (of which the fork is 
often the only one used) and other plastic 
ware end up in the dump and is burned in 
huge, polluting plumes. Plastics are made 
with petrochemicals and use substantial 
amounts of energy in their production, 
and also have to be constantly shipped via 
plane and truck. Reusable water bottles 
and washable utensils should be a top pri- 
ority for all the armed forces.

Abbas’ weakness strengthens Hamas

here are reports of a deal to ex- 
change hundreds of Palestinian pris- 
oners for captured Israeli Sgt. Gilad 
Shalit. This is welcome news because the 
Islamic militant group Hamas has held the 
23-year-old soldier as a human pawn, vir- 
tually incommunicado, since his capture 
on the Gaza Strip border in June 2006. 
Shalit’s release would be a political boon 
for Israeli Prime Minister Benjamin Ne- 
tanyahu. ... Similarly, among Palestinians, 
Hamas would benefit from being seen as a 
liberator of prisoners from Israeli jails. 
Unless there is also something in the 
agreement for Palestinian Authority Presi- 
dent Mahmoud Abbas, however, the mod- 
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erate West Bank administrator will once 
again seem the loser. 

Abbas, 74, has been growing politically 
weaker in recent months, undercut by Is- 
rael and the Obama administration, as 
well as by Hamas. Efforts to reconcile his 
Fatah faction with Hamas have stalled, 
and elections scheduled for January had 
to be postponed because Hamas refuses to 
allow them to take place in Gaza, the terri- 
tory under its control. Peace negotiations 
that broke down during last winter’s Gaza 
war have not resumed, largely because the 
U.S. failed to persuade Netanyahu to freeze 
Israeli settlement construction on lands 
captured in the 1967 war. The Obama ad- 
ministration also undermined Abbas’ cred- 
ibility with Palestinians by pressing him 
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to withdraw support for a United Nations 
report accusing Israel of violating interna- 
tional law during the Gaza war. 

The Palestinian Authority owes its exis- 
tence to the 1993 Oslo peace process, and 
Palestinian support for the authority rises 
and falls with its perceived ability to nego- 
tiate the creation of a Palestinian state. ... 
Frustrated, Abbas has threatened to resign 
and floated the idea of seeking U.N. sup- 
port for a declaration of a Palestinian state 
without Israel’s consent. That no one seems 
to be making a play for the job if Abbas 
leaves is one sign of just how weakened the 
presidency is. It’s hard to see how Israel 
would benefit from losing its most reliable 
Palestinian partner, or how prospects for 
peace would be improved without Abbas.

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Afghan goals tied to legitimate government

he president will soon announce the 
deployment of additional U.S. forces 
to Afghanistan, in a speech likely 
to emphasize the importance of political 
progress there. Legitimacy is the most 
important outcome of a counterinsurgen- 
cy strategy, not, as some have suggested, 
an input. It is unfortunate that much of 
the debate has ignored the role that addi- 
tional military forces can play in building 
legitimacy and effective government in a 
counterinsurgency. Adding forces gives us 
leverage; military forces are vital to the 
success of any political strategy because 
they contribute directly to improving gov- 
ernance as well as to improving security. 

The recent American experience in Iraq 
illustrates how U.S. forces and diplomacy 
helped correct the behaviors of a some- 
times malign government in ways that 
helped neutralize insurgent groups. In 
early 2007, many Iraqi leaders were using 
instruments of state to support sectarian 
death squads. The dysfunctional govern- 
ment could not secure the population, pass 
laws or provide services to its people. The 
implementation of a fully resourced coun- 
terinsurgency strategy — enabled by the 
deployment of nearly six additional U.S. 
combat brigades — transformed Iraq’s 
government within 18 months. Opponents 
of the “surge” argued that Iraqis would 
“step up” politically and militarily only 
if they knew that U.S. forces would leave. 
Instead, before committing to the fight, po- 
litical leaders and populations throughout 
Iraq assessed whether U.S. forces would 
stay long enough to secure them. Iraqis 
stepped up precisely because of the ab- 
sence of conditionality and time limits on 
U.S. force levels. 

If the Afghan government were fully 
legitimate, there would be no insurgency. 
U.S. and international actions must aim to 
improve the Afghan government’s ability 
to provide basic services such as security 
and dispute resolution nationwide, build- 
ing the legitimacy of the government in 
Kabul sufficiently to dampen a large-scale

t’s impossible to say with certainty that 
[es Army could have prevented the sui- 

cide of James Weigl, an Army veteran 
of Iraq who hanged himself in March. 

There is no absolutely no difficulty, how- 
ever, in concluding that if Weigl’s case ac- 
curately reflects the concern and quality 
of care afforded the nation’s emotionally 
and mentally wounded warriors, this coun- 
try is failing them. This is clear from the 
insensitivities displayed and the number 
of lapses that spelled treatment ignored or 
delayed for a troubled man. 

Weigl was driven by patriotism to join 
the Army but he shouldn’t have been al- 
lowed to enlist at all because of his medi- 
cal history. He soon found himself falling 
prey to emotional and mental turmoil. The 
Army, according to records compiled by 
his mother, essentially told him that he was 
faking to get out of a return trip to Iraq. 

As the model soldier deteriorated into a 
soldier with an “attitude problem,” depres- 
sion went unrecognized and untreated. 
When it was finally acknowledged, a di- 
agnosis of bipolar disorder came with it. 
After initial treatment, this too went un- 
medicated for a time, according to Weigl’s 
records. 

And yet none of that compelled the 





insurgency. They must persuade and even 
compel Afghan leaders to stop activities 
that alienate the people and create fertile 
ground for insurgents. 

Adding U.S. forces in large numbers 
would help. It is critical that the Afghan 
people be provided security. Continuous 
violence, insurgent intimidation and pro- 
paganda campaigns create a sense of inse- 
curity that undermines the government. As 
we have seen in Iraq and some parts of Af- 
ghanistan, a reduction in violence can slow 
or stop the erosion of the government’s le- 
gitimacy. It can also create space in which 
to resolve underlying tensions. ... 

But American military forces also con- 
tribute directly to efforts to improve Af- 
ghan institutions. In Afghanistan, as in 
Iraq, international troops will partner 
with army and police units. Afghan forces 
can learn by listening to the exhortations 
of mentors and by seeing the world’s best 
military perform those tasks. Partnered 
American units also hinder illegal activi- 
ties, such as extortion, that Afghan units 
might otherwise undertake. 

American military forces can also help 
restrain politicians’ abuses of power. U.S. 
forces can develop a picture of local power 
structures, including those through which 
Afghan officials abuse their power and ex- 
acerbate the insurgency. American com- 
manders can collect evidence on individual 
offenders that a reformed Afghan judicial 
system would one day be able to use. In 
the short term, such evidence can be pub- 
lished, embarrassing the official and oth- 
ers involved. ... We can also threaten to 
add the worst offenders to our target lists 
when abuse of power directly supports the 
enemy. Used systematically, as happened 
in Iraq, this leverage can dramatically 
alter the behavior of networks of people 
misusing their power. 

Making the deployment of forces con- 
ditional on the behavior of the Afghan 
government is counterproductive. With- 
holding forces reduces our ability to con- 
trol the violence and to spot the networks 
of corruption. It encourages Afghan lead- 
ers to avoid committing to support our 


Army to conclude that he shouldn’t be 
sent for another tour of duty in Iraq or, ap- 
parently, to ponder whether he should be 
discharged. 

The Army’s view seemed to be that its 
investment in his training trumped his dif- 
ficulties. We’ve heard this rationale also in 
the case of Army psychiatrist Nidal Malik 
Hasan, accused in the Fort Hood massa- 
cre. He also gave warning signs of danger 
ahead — warnings that he shouldn’t be in 
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objectives. Declaring that our military 
commitment depends on things not under 
our control undermines the confidence Af- 
ghans have in our staying power, dramati- 
cally reducing the likelihood that they will 
side with us against enemies who would 
otherwise kill them. 

Conditionality makes more sense when 
applied to financial aid, as Secretary of 
State Hillary Rodham Clinton recently 
indicated. Afghanistan depends on inter- 
national aid to function. Threatening to 
withhold all aid would be foolish. But do- 
nors could establish specific targets for 
reducing corruption and improving the 
effectiveness of particular ministries and 
local governments. Continued aid to those 
institutions could be made dependent on 
their progress. ... Aid could be suspended 
or reduced to ministries or localities known 
to be run for the advantage of important 
members of the corruption networks, as a 
way to cajole President Hamid Karzai into 
removing them from power. This approach 
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places the conditionality where we want 
it — on our support to the Afghan govern- 
ment — rather than on our ability to pur- 
sue our own security objectives. 

Afghan governance will not improve 
as long as American forces are unable to 
provide security to the people and improve 
the capabilities of Afghan forces. It will not 
improve as long as Afghans think that the 
U.S. is not serious about the effort. Since 
2005 the U.S. has failed to provide the 
military effort with enough resources, yet 
expected an effective Afghan government 
to blossom. This strategy helped bring us 
to the current crisis. President Barack 
Obama should embrace and resource the 
counterinsurgency approach that Gen. 
Stanley McChrystal has proposed.

The cemetery work- 
ers fled, leaving stunned mourners 
to pull the corpse back out of the 
grave themselves, the family says. 
Lawsuits filed by the children, 
wife and two dozen family mem- 
bers of Robert Gowdy Sr., 50, claim 
a strap on a casket-lowering device 
snapped as family was gathered 
around the grave last year, drop- 
ping Gowdy’s coffin and break- 
ing it open, The Arizona Republic 
newspaper reported. 
After the mishap at the grave, 
the cemetery workers ran away, 
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the family said. 

Two family members tried to lift 
the casket but the bottom dropped 
out, exposing that it was made of 
stapled-together particle board, 
according to the lawsuit against 
the city of Mesa and its workers, 
the funeral home, casket company 
and device-maker. 

The Gowdys said they had con- 
tracted with the funeral home to 
purchase a solid wood casket. The 
funeral director for the Preston 
Funeral Home in Phoenix told 
them the model wasn’t available 
and offered an upgrade to a better 
model, they said. 

The funeral home denied that 
Gowdy’s body slid out of the casket, 
according to court documents. 


Man apparently tried 
to haul away ATM 


C BOULDER — Authori- 

ties say a man in Colo- 
rado apparently tried to steal an 
ATM by hauling it away with a 
truck. 

The plan didn’t work. The al- 
leged attempted theft of the free- 
standing, outdoor ATM in Boulder 
set off an alarm. When police ar- 
rived they found the ATM on its 
side about 15 feet from its foun- 
dation outside a Chase Bank. No 
money had been taken. 

Surveillance photos show a man 
hooking the ATM’s chain to the 
back of a U-Haul truck. The truck, 
which had been reported as stolen, 
was discovered a short distance 
away later that day. 


Suspect dies after 
police chase, shooting 


DALLAS — Authorities 

said aman who led police 
on a long chase was fatally shot 
after his pickup truck slammed 
into a tree and he pulled out a 
gun during a confrontation with 
officers. 

The chase started in the suburb 
of Garland and continued until the 
wreck off Intestate 30 in Dallas. 
The suspect died at the scene, po- 
lice said. 

Dallas detectives are investi- 
gating the incident and Garland 
Police are conducting an internal 
affairs investigation. Two Garland 
officers will be placed on paid ad- 
ministrative leave pending an out- 
come of the investigation. 


Fire chief chided for 
allowing wedding ride 


VA REVERE — The mayor 


of Revere, Mass., has 
verbally reprimanded the fire 
chief for allowing a firefighter to 
ride a department ladder truck 
nine miles to his wedding. 

The ride didn’t cost the city 
money. The truck was out of ser- 
vice because of budget cuts and 
was driven by two off-duty fire- 
fighters who volunteered their 
time. The groom paid $20 to cover 
fuel costs. 

But Mayor Thomas Ambrosino 
told the Daily Item of Lynn that 
Chief Eugene Doherty “showed 
very poor judgment” in allowing 
firefighter Kevin O’Hara to ride 
the truck from Revere to the Nah- 
ant Country Club. 

Doherty said department ve- 
hicles are often used for parades 
and other events and he allowed 
the ride because O’Hara is a good 
firefighter. But he acknowledges 
the nine-mile ride might have 
been a “stretch.”

Nets fall flat, close 
in on futility record

SACRAMENTO, Calif. — With 
a matchup against the world 
champion Los Angeles Lakers on 
deck, it seemed as if the only way 
the New Jersey Nets could avoid 
matching an NBA record for fu- 
tility to start a season was by win- 
ning in Sacramento. 

So the Nets promptly came out 
and fell behind by 22 points in the 
first half on the way to their 16th 
straight loss to open the season, 
a 109-96 defeat to the Kings that 
left New Jersey one loss shy of 
tying the worst record ever. 

“We cheated the game in the 
first half,’ coach Lawrence Frank 
said. “I take full responsibility 
that we can’t play 48 minutes and 
have the intent from beginning 
to end, especially in the situation 
that we’re in.” 

After losing to the team that 
had the worst record in the NBA 
a season ago, the Nets need to 
beat the Lakers on Sunday at Los 
Angeles to avoid matching the 
record for futility set by the ex- 
pansion Miami Heat (1988-89) 
and matched by the Los Angeles 
Clippers (1999). The potential re- 
cord-setter would come at home 
against Dallas on Wednesday. 

“Tt doesn’t matter who we have 
from here on out,” guard Devin 
Harris said. “We have to come 
out with the same type of inten- 
sity we had in the second half no 
matter if it’s the Lakers or the 
Knicks. We have to treat every- 
body the same and come out with 
a decent effort. Yeah they’re the 
defending champions, but they 
can be beat. If we give the effort 
we need to, we’ll keep ourselves 
in the game.” 

The Nets failed to do that in 
the first half against Sacramento, 
falling behind by 22 points in the 
second quarter. The Kings shot 59 
percent in the first half, getting 
to the basket with ease and out- 
rebounding New Jersey 26-8 at 
one point in the second quarter. 

Rookie Tyreke Evans had 21 
points and eight rebounds, and 
Beno Udrih also scored 21 for 
Sacramento, which never trailed 
on its way to winning back-to- 
back games following a four- 
game losing streak. 

Brook Lopez had 24 points and 
11 rebounds, and Harris scored 
25 points on 6-of-22 shooting for 
the Nets. 

Nuggets 128, Knicks 125: 
Carmelo Anthony scored a Cca- 
reer-high 50 points in Denver’s 
17th straight regular-season 
home victory. Al Harrington had 
41 points, one shy of his career 
high, as the Knicks lost their 
fourth straight. 

Anthony scored 13 points in the 
third quarter, helping the Nug- 
gets take a 92-87 lead into the 
final period. 

Wizards 94, Heat 84: At 
Miami, Antawn Jamison scored 
24 points and Nick Young 22 as 
Washington beat Miami for the 
first time in seven tries. 

Bobcats 94, Cavaliers 87: 
Gerald Wallace had 31 points 
and 14 rebounds while outplaying 


LeBron James, and visiting Cleve- 
land looked disjointed in Shaquille 
O’Neal’s return from injury. 

Hawks 100, 76ers 86: Jamal 
Crawford scored 11 of his 24 
points in the fourth quarter and 
Mike Bibby added 21 as visiting 
Atlanta snapped a two-game los- 
ing streak.
